Cambridge, Mass. Oct. 27—This city is one of the 


country's fountain heads of learning. Aside from 
harboring the great and awe inspiring- Harvard 
University, numerous less.er schools, and endless 
bookshops specializing in all degrees ot erudition, 
Cambridge possesses the factory of the largest 
schoolboolc publishing company in the country. 
This plant regularly keeps 2 , 0 0 0 , O D D schoolbooks 
on hand in its storage bins, and even with this re- 
serve, the presses' have to run night and day at 
the busy seasons. 
ni"ht now, the factory is working at the high- 


est pressure. Schools from Florida to California 
send to the company's offices in Boston for books, 
and while most schools are opened by this time, 
orders are still piling in. 
Many school officials, 


it seems, have a way of waiting- until the term is 
about to open and then deciding- on the books to 
be used and the company to patronize. This cas- 
ual attitude of the local powers is one of the chief 
causes of white hair in the textbook business. No 
otiija board has yet been located that can tell a 
firm how many physics or spelling- books of a cer- 
tain kind will be called for, so that it has to es- 
timate a reasonable number and then work at top 
speed if orders exceed expectations. 


This companv. with its stock of 2.000,000 books, 


finds it necessary to keep no less than 4.000 dif- 
ferent titles on hand, and these are all what might 
be called current books: 
for as soon as a text- 


book becomes antiquated or ia supplanted by a 
later edition the old copies on the shelves are torn 
up to be sold as junk. 
Walking along the storage rooms you can catch 


"limpses of spelling- book and arithmetic that call 
up pictures of your early struggles with culture. 
T,esa familiar works are here too. such formida- 
ble affairs as "The Application of Cnlctilua to Me- 
chanics " "\\rord Formation In the Roman Mer- 
ino Ple'belus."

Every mother of a bottle-fed babv 
nows, or should know, that the baby 


thrives better if given some 
fresh 


fruit juice or other addition to the 
nilk and particularly when pasteur- 
zed or sterilized milk is made neces- 
sary bv uncertainty of the clcanli- 
less or purity of tho supply. 
Orange 


juice is usually -given. 
It has the 
iroperty of preventing scurvy: It Is 
somewhat laxative; It probably fa- 
vors normal growth. 
The quantity 


of orange juico ordinarily given to L 
baby three months old Is a table- 
spoonful daily. 
Oranges nre sometimes very 
ex- 
pensive, under the present llve-anc,- 
et-starve policy of the food trade. 
But mothers need r.ot worry about 
that. 
Other fruit or vegetable jui.-es 


arc quite as goo-d as orange juice for 
the purpose.
